For 
this cauſe it is /not ſufficient 
for vs. generally and confu- 
ſedly to know Chriſt to be 
our redeemer ; but we muſt 
learne'to ſee, know, and ac- 
knowledge him in euery par- 
ticular gitt & bleſling of God. 
IF men viing the creatures of 
meate and drink, could,when 
they beholde them, withall by 
the eie of faith behold in them 
the merit of Chrilts paſſion, 
there would not be fo much 
excelle and riot yz. ſo much 
ſurfetting and drankennelle, 
as there 1s: andif'men could 
con(ider theirhouſes & lands, 
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ſing the merits of Chriſt, there 
ſhould not be fo much fraud 
and deceit, ſo much iniuſtice, 
and oppreſſion in'bargaining 
as thereis, 

That which have now faid 
of meates;drinks,apparehmult 
likewiſe be vnderſtood of gen-
